John P. Atkinson, 
old son of Governor W. Y. Atkinson and 
Miss Ada Byrd, the fifteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. C. P. Byrd, the well-known pub- 
lisher, eloped and were married near Kings- 
ton, Ga., yesterday morning. 

The ‘marriage had been planned weeks 
ago and everything was in readiness when 
the young people eloped. Friends assisted 
them, and so well planned was the affair 
ana@ so successfully managed that the 
young people were married before they 
could be interfered with. 

While they were riding through the coun- 
try enjoying their honeymoon their par- 
ents were sending telegrams all over the 
state in an attempt to have the wedding 
stopped. A reward of $100 was offered 
for the arrest of the young couple, but all 
to no avail. 

Both Miss Ada Byrd and Mr. John P.. 
Atkinson are well known in Atlanta. Both 
have many friends among the young peo- 
ple of this city. Miss Byrd was ever pop- 
viar and was admired by many. 

Mr. Atkinsen was a clerk in the exec- 


utive department of the state and is one 


of the best known young men in the city. 


pO Hew seventeen years “old. 


A few weeks ago the couple made an 
attempt to elope and get married in At- 
lanta. A license was secured from the 
ordinary of this county and with this in 
his possession young Atkinson met his 
lady love at a dancing school and from 
there they intended to go to a minister and 
be united. 

The fact that the license had been ob- 
tained and that they intended to get mar- 
ried leaked out in an unexpected manner 
and ‘the elopement was nipped in the bud. 
The governor and Mr. Byrd were both 
informed of the matter and they made 
strenuous efforts to have the wedding 
stopped and succeeded. 

The fact of the first attempt at elope- 
ment accounted for the presence of Miss 
Byrd .at the home of her grandmother, 
Mrs. Thomas Lyons, in Aylmer, about 
seven miles from Cartersville. She was 
gent there soon after it was learned that 
she had attempted to elope with young 
Atkinson. 4 

The friends of the young couple will 
not be surprised to learn of their mar- 
riage. It was a well-known fact that 
they were in love with each other and 
would get married at the first opportunity. 
When their first pigns were frustrated it 
was given out by Atkinson that he had 
not intended to get married, but it was 
only a joke. 

About the Elopement. 

It seems that the plans for the elope- 
ment Jhad been carefully and wisely lald, 
and they were prepared with such fore- 
sight that nothing short of a providential 
cause could stop the wedding.

Yesterday morning the couple met at a 
place near Mrs. Lyoms’s and proceeded to 
Kingston. Here they sought Justice of the 
Peace McLanie, who made them man and 
wife. They left for Rome on the first train, 
where they arrived in the afternoon. 

Young Atkinson’s Statement, 

Young Atkinson was seen at the Arm- 
strong hotel in Rome by a representative of 
The Constitution and told of the elopement. 

‘“t left home Wednesday,” said he, ‘‘and 
told the servant I was going to Griffin, 
where I have relatives, because I Knew she 
would tell mamma that, and I would throw 
them off the track that way. I thought 
Ada was at school up mear Kingstofi and I 
was determined to go there and marry her, 
When I reached 
Kingston it was so dark and rainy that J 
did not do anything that night. 

“At 4 o’clock the next) morning I went to 
Miss Howard’s school, at Cement, but soon 
saw that Ada had left there, and so I went 
at once to Aylmer, where some of her rela- 
tives lived, as she had privately informed 
me that she would be at one place or the 
other. Mrs. Thomas Lyons, who is my 
wife’s aunt, lives at Aylmer, and when I got 
there I soon found out that my wife was 
there by questioning the servants. It was 
so early in the morning that nobody else 
was up. 

“T left then and went back to Hingston 
and wrote her a note telling her I had come 
for her and asking her to meet me at a cer- 
tain spot near Aylmer yesterday afternoon 
early. I had the note delivered through a 
friend who came up from Atlanta with me 
and who stood by me in the whole matter. 
She met me then and we decided to get 
married today, end after making all ar- 
rangements she went back to Mrs. Lyons’s 
and I went back to Kingston. 

“I hired a man to come to Rom9 yester- 
day and get me a license from your ordi- 
nary, who, of course, never suspected who 
I was. I was afraid to come myself be- 
cause I knew father would be telegraph- 
ing all over the face of the earth to find 
me. Ada met me this morning near Mrs. 
Lyons’s, and we were married by Justice 
of the Peace McLanie. at Kingston. We 
came to Rome on the first train and I in- 
tended to take the Columbus, Rome and 
Chattanooga train for Chattanooga, but 
your sheriff here would not let me. 

“That's the whole thing, and I feel like 
I have been through a football game dur- 
ing the last few days. I am not as young 
as they say I am. nor is my wife. I am 
seventeen and she is fifteen.” 

“What do you think ycur father will 
say?’ was asked. 

“Oh, well, what is done can’t be undone, 
and I don’t suppose he will be very angry. 
I love Ada and she loves me, and we have 
wanted to get married for a long time. 
I was not going to make another failure. 
Was not going to make another faure. 
We had the whole thing partially planned 
before Ada left Atlanta.” 

The couple arrived in Atlanta last night 
on the 10:40 o’Grock train from Rome. They 
were accompanied by Governor Atkinson 
and Mr. Byrd. The governor and his son 
repaired to the mansion and Mr. Byrd and 
Miss Ada went to their residence on Peach- 


tree street. 
Parents Hear the News. 

Governor Atkinson returned from south 
Georgia yesterday morning and was to- 
tally unaware of the fact that his son had 
gone off for the purpose of getting mar- 
ried. Mr. Byrd. the father of the young 
lady, was equally in ignorance. ; 

At 12:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
telegram was received from a small sta- 
tion near Kingston announcing the fact 
that the coupled had eloped and that a 
party was after them for the purpose of 
preventing the marriage. : 

Mr. Byrd and the governor heard of the 
affair at the same time and immediately 
took steps to prevent their children get- 
ting married. They held a consultation 
and sent telegrams all over the state. They 
offered a reward of $100 for the arrest of 
the young couple and requested all officers 
of the law to detain them wherever they 
were found. 

Chief of Police Connolly was spoken to 
and it is said that he ma@e arrangements 
to have the couple stopped if it was in his 
power. wires were kept hot.from then 
until late in the afternoon.

_ Distressed Fathers Follow. 

When Governor Atkinson and Mr. Byrd 
boarded a train in Atlanta at 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon their children were 
under arrest at the Armstrong hotel in 
Rome, and were receiving many visitors. 
They were by no meens excited or worried 
over the affair and did not seem to dread 
the meeting of their parents. 

The governor and Mr. Byrd arrived in 
Rome at 6:30 o’clock and went at once to 
see their children. It is said that the 
governor seemed completely crushed. The 
blow went to his.heart and it could be told 
that he was suffering agonies, 

Mr. Byrd was heart-broken and knew 
not what to say. The daughter is the 
idol of his heart and he was doing all he 
could to prevent her marrying at such 
an early age. 

When seen after his return from Rome 
the governor said: 

“It is a very serious affair. While I 
am crushed, he is my son, and my arms are 
around him and will remain there. I have 
always been ambitious for him and the 
advantages given him have made him be- 
lieve he ts a man, while he is only a child. 
I‘take him home tonight and Mr. Byrd 
will take his daughter. He will go to my 
house and she to her father. Later I will 
announce my course.”’ 

“Under the law of Georgia a boy under 
seventeen cannot contract marriage. My 
son is only sixteen. He was sixteen Febru- 
ary last.” 

Governor Atkinson and Mr. Byrd arrived 
in Atlanta last night with the young 


- couple. 


The governor carried his son direct to 
the mansion on Peachtree street, and Mr. 
Byrd carried his daughter to his home. 

Young Atkinson and his child wife will 
be kept apart and will not be allowed to 
see or correspond with each other. It 
is hoped by the governor and Mr. Byrd 
to keep the two apart until they have 
finished their education and have grown 
older. 

Both of the parents think that - their 
children have a true enough sense of the 
Situation to agree to live separate until 
they are through school, and they hope 
to persuade them to consent to this plan. 
Then after they are old enough and have 
an education if they still love each other 
they can live together.

SECOND BREAK IN LOUISIANA 


New Orleans Can Stand a Foot and a 
Half More of Water. 

New Orleans, April 2—The: second break 
in the lower Louisiana levee system oc- 
curred this morning on Bayou Lafourche. 
This afternoon the break had widened to 
100 feet and there is no hope that it will 
be closed. The break is thirty-six miles 
below Thibodaux, where the levees are 
neither large nor modern. 

In that section. there are a large number 
of truck farmers who have well-cultivated 
and extremely fertile lands. It is quite 
probable that these unfortunate people 
will suffer severely, because the crevasse 
comes too late for the water to run 
in time for them to make another 

The situation at New Orleans today, in 
spite of the brimming full river, is not dis- 
couraging. The river is rising slowly and 
it will continue to rise for elght or ten 
days more. The high water here is sev- 
eral inches short of the record of 18938. 
The authorities are on the alert and have 
all prepared to meet any emergency. New 
Orleans can stand a foot and a half more 
water and escape a flood.

St. Louis—Mississippi rising slowly and 
stage close to danger line indicated from 
Keokuk to Alton by Saturday night’ or 
Sunday morning. All bottom lands now 
covered. Twenty-eight feet indicated at 
St. Louis Saturday morning and about 
twenty-nine feet Monday morning. With 
water now in sight, will not reach danger 
line within five or six days. General warn- 
ings sent above and local warnings to 
those affected by stages under thirty feet. 

Cairo Ill.—River falling very slightly this 
morning; will remain nearly stationary or 
rise slightly tonight and Saturday. Sipe 
water at Cairo risen about two inches since 
yesterday morning. Levees at Cairo and 
resi City, Tl, continue in good condl- 

n. 

Memphis, Tenn.—No breaks have occurred 
and none are probable north of Vicksburg. 
The Delta is fast filling up and Rosedale 
is reported under water. Upon the whole, 
the situation is no worse. No change in 
the condition of the flood at this place. 

Helena, Ark.—River did not rise from 
12 m. to 9 p. m. yesterday; rose 1.10 last 
night. No more breaks on this side since 
yesterday. 

Vicksbure. Miss.—No new crevasses 
in levees reported.

The great conference of Georgia Ep- 
worth Leagues is near at hand now, and 
the local executive committee is at work 
on final preparations for the occasion.

WHERE YOUNG HARP PLAYED 


CASES CH CAUSED ARREST OF 
YOUNG MAN. 


The Detectives Say He Has an Ex- 
temsive Record and for That 
Reason They Hold Him. 


Will H. Harp, one of the local celebrites 
with the ‘“‘papes,’’ as it is claimed by the 
city detectives, has completely dropped 
out of view. 

After his flasco with Detective Looney, 
in which he had his face severely slapped 
by the officer, there has. been little said 
about the case or the threatened investiga- 
tion. At the time Harp and his friends 
were indignant and claimed that they 
were going to stir some of the “bulldozers” 
around the detectives’ office up in a lively 
fashion, as they called it. Harp failed to 
give the bond required of him and ‘has 
been languishing in the Fulton county 
jail since his troubles with the officers. 
All this time the detectives have. been 
putting in extra work on his case and they 
stated last night that they had suc- 
ceeded in making out four cases against 
him. 

“It wil) be no trouble on earth,” said 
one of the detectives, “to convict Harp 
of gaming, and he is just as certain to 
go up to the ‘pen’ as he goes to trial. 
We have cases against him when he had 
a room on Pryor street, opposite the Mar- 
ion hotel; one against him in a room down 
on Broad street, and his game the other 
night in the hotel. These are only a few 
of the cases, and before he goes to trial 
we will be ready on several more. We 
can show conclusively that Harp is a 
professional gambler and makes a practice 
in going about over town and hiring rooms 
for the night for the purpose of gaming. 
We are going to break up the regular 
gang nere in town that goes about from 
house to house fleecing the young boys.” 

Harp will probably -be tried next week, 
but the sensational part of the whole per- 
formance is the connection of his cases 
with some of the most prominent young 
men in town. It is understood now that 
none will be spared and that all will be 
indicted. This will involve some prominent 
society leaders in the prosecution, for Harp 
is going to drag any and everybody into 
it if that will lessen his dangers in the 
slightest. It is reported now that every 
effort is being made by friends of the 
parties implicated in the games with Harp 
- have them let off with simply a heavy

THREE LIVES ARE LOST 


One Hundred and Shty People Were 
Safely Landed from Vessel, 


HIT BY A LOG IN DARK NIGHT 


Engineer Drowns at His Post After 
Seeing His Wife Saved—Narrow 
Escape for Woman Who Had 
Been Taken from a 
Sinking Boat. 


Fort Gaines, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—The 
steamer J. F. C. Griggs was sunk last night 
about 9:30 o’clock near Chitty’s landing, 
about twelve miles below this place, on the 
Alabama side of the Chattahoochee river. 

She was on her up-trip with all the pas- 
pengers and crew of the ill-fated steamer 
City of Columbus on board when she struck 
a floating log which was forced through her 
hull cabin and pilot house, rendering the 
boat unmanageable. 

But by the heroic’ efforta of Captain 
Long, Engineer Waterbury and others, she 
was finally steered sufficiently near the 
shore to-get off all of the passengers and 
crew, numbering about 160, except Engineer 


Waterbury and a colored man and woman,. 


who were drowned. Engineer Waterbury 
stood at his post and sacrificed his life to 
save others, among whom was his own 
wife. His wife went down to him in his 
perilous position, but Captain Long forced 
her to leave, and succeeded in getting her 
ashore. 

It is though that when the water came 
lup so that Waterbury could do no more 
service he attempted to leave the boat, 
but became entangled in the machinery and 
was drowned. 

The night was extremely dark, and the 
boat not being provided with electric lights 
the pilot failed to see the long log partly 
submerged by the recent freshet. It plowed 
through the bow and into the hull, the cur- 
rent being swift she soon filled with water, 
reeled and sunk in about three minutes. 

The alarm was promptly given while 
an attempt was made to reach the Alabama 
side where the passengers and crew could 
be landed. 

The scene was one of wildest confusion 
when the situation was known. dit waS a 

dy 
among floating furniture and h everfo to 
gain exit from the water rushing intp the 
saloon. 

The steamer Queen City passed down. by 
the wrecked boat at 12:30 this morning and 


took the lady passengers dn to Bainbridge. : 


The loss of the City of Columbus on the 
30th and of the J. F. C. Griggs last night 
annihilates the Queen and Crescent Navi- 
gation Company, an independent line car- 
rying the mails on the Chattahoochee, 
Flint and Apalachicola rivers. 

‘Wipes Out Independent Line. 

Columbus, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—The 

catastrophe which occurred on the river be- 
low Fort Gaines last night, ending several 
lives and destroying the last boat of the 
Queen and Crescent line, has been all the 
talk in Columbus today. The sinking of 
the Griggs destroys the last independent 
boat on the river, all the others being in 
the pool. 
- If the rumor that there is no insurance 
on the Griggs be true it is doubtful if 
that boat will be replaced. Although op- 
erated as a boat of the Queen and Crescent 
line, the vessel was owned by Apalachicola 
parties—H. B. Pryor and W/ A. Gains. 

It is not thought now that either the City 
of Columbus or the Griggs can be raised, 
as the present rise in the river will prob- 
ably lose them to their owners. 

The sinking of the steamer Lotus No. 2, 
years ago, occurted near the scene of the 
sinking of the Griggs. 

Eugene Waterbury, the drowned engt- 
neer, had served in that capacity on the 
Apalachicola and Pactolus also. He came 
here from Gainesville, Fla., where a moth- 
er and several sisters survive him. He had 
no family except his wife. 

The Griggs left here last Tuesday and 
was on her up trip when she ran into the 
log. Her officers were: J. W. Long, master; 
Eugene Waterbury, chief engineer; W. L. 
Salisbury, purser; S. W. Dudley, second 
clerk, and Bantie Fry and Tom Dudley, 
pilots. Incorrect rumors that Salisbury 
and Charles Bize, of this city, who were 
aboard, had been drowned caused much 
excitement today. 

Jobn T. Davis, Jr., president of the 
Queen and Crescent company, and Johnson 
(Williams, general manager, have gone 
down to the scene of the disaster.

Two Young Frenchmen Pay the Penalty 
For Murder. . 


THEY KILLED THEIR FRIEND 


Crime Came Near Causing Lyn 
of Innocent Men. 


ASSASSINS ESCAPED SUSPICION LONG TIME 


Guilty Pair Made a Trip to Paris and 
Returned to the Scene Before 
They Were Suspected. 


New Orleans, April 2.—Ernest and Alexis 
Blanc were hanged at 2:11 o’clock this 
afternoon in the yard of the parish jail 
at LaFayecte. They displayed no fear of 
death. 

Ernest made a speech from the gallows, 
in which he cautioned all bad people to 
listen to the advice of their betters. He 
was sure his sins on earth were all due 
to bad books he was in the habit of read- 
ing. Hé advised all young men to abstain 
from bad books. : 

Alexis, the younger brother, did not 
speak, as he agreed that his brother was 
to talk for both. 

The black caps were adjusted and at 2:11 
o’clock the lever was sprung by Sheriff 
Brousgard. 

There were only fifteen witnesses to the 
execution, the crowd of curious speciators 
being kept outside by a high fence, but 
they eagerly peered through every crack 
and crevice. The necks of both young men 
were broken and they died instantly. 

The crime for which the Blancs were 


hanged was the murder of Martin Begnaud | 


on April 22, 1896, at Scott, a small station 
on the Southern Pacific railway, about five 
miles from LaFayette. The boys were 
working on a farm and had often been 
befriended by Begnaud, 

A few weeks prior to the killing, they 
read a life of Jesse James, and resolved to 
become outlaws. One fatal ‘night they 


‘found the old man alone in his store, and 


at the point of a pistol he was bound and 
gagged. They secured $3,300 from his safe 
and then killed their victim by stabbing 
him fifty-one times. They buried the 
money on the farm where they worked, 
and in a few weeks left for New Orleans 
without being suspected of the murder. 
Several innocent people were arrested on 
suspicion, and two men narrowly escaped 
lynching. The boys went to France and 
finally from there to California and from 
California, after spending all their money, 
they drifted buck to LaFayette. Some- 
thing aroused suspicion against them, 
and they were arrested and confessed to

Condemned Men Passed the Night in 
Prayer and Went on the Scaf- 
fold at 9:10_O’clock. 


Santa Fe,’ N. M., April 2—The members 
of the Borrego, or “Button” gang of as- 
sassins were executed in the jailyard 
here at 9:10 o'clock this morning. 

The jail was under the guard of territo- 
rial militia’all night and an extra guard 
was put on this guard. There was no dis- 
turbance of any kind. 

The convicts spent the night in prayer 
and at 9:06 walked from their cell across 
the jail yard and mounted the scaffold 
steps without a~ tremor. They made no 
statement. Vicar General Fourchegu said 
the last prayer and in a most perfect 
manner the fatal drop followed. 

Only Patricio Valeci’s body showed the 
least signs of life after the drop. He died 
of strangulation. The necks of the Bor- 
rego brothers and Alarid were broken. 
The bodies were cut down at 9:35 and at 
10 o’clock were placed in pine coffins and 
turned over ‘a their families.

Mistrial Declared in the Murder C:se 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


JURY WAS HOPELESSLY DIVIDED 


Some Vowed Their Beliefs Would Not 
Change ’Till Judgment Day. 


PURDUE KILLED CHARLEY BENSON 


Claimed the Act Was Done in Self- 
Defense—Jury Was Out Seven 
Hours, But Gould Not Agree. 


The case of Tom Purdue, the fifteen-year- 


old negro boy charged with murder, has re- | 


sulted in a mistrial. 
The twelve men composing the jury filed 


into the courtroom at 6 o’clock last night, | 
and upon annotnecing to Judge Candler | 


that they were hopelessly divided on several 
different material points, he ordered So- 
licitor O’Neill to @raw up a statement of 
mistria] and dismissed the jurymen. 
Purdue’s trial was begun in the criminal 
branch of the superior court Thursday af- 
ternoon. The evidence was all in and ar- 
guments by counsel finished at 11 o'clock 
yesterday eorning. Judge Candler deliver- 
ed quite a lengthy charge to the jury and 
explained to them thoroughly the different 
features of the law on the subjects of mur- 
der, voluntary and involuntary manslaugh- 
ter and justifiable homicide. The case on 


trial could have possibly been adjudged to . 
consist of either of these vastly different : 


crimes. 
It seems that the jury was divided be- 


tween giving a verdict of acquittal and one 
of voluntary manslaughter. 

Purdue was charged with having killed 
another negro, Charley Benson. The two 
boys were fellow workmen at the Southern 
Furniture Company’s factory, on Decatur 
street. 

Last summer they became involved in a 
row, which finally ended by Benson’s being 
struck on the head with a piece of iron 
hurled by the boy, Purdue. The injured ne- 
gro lived several days and then died. 

Purdue’s defense was made on the Iine 
of justifiable homicide, he and his witnesses 


claim'‘ng that Benson was about to deal | 
him a mortal blow with a heavy iron ' 


weight when he was struck. 

The case was resumed at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning and arguments made by 
Attorney Ray, representing the accused,

The Integrity of the Ottoman Empire. 

Some two or three weeks ago Mr. 
Gladstone in his now famous letter un- 
dertook to show the ridiculous attitude 
of the European powers in seeking to 
preserve the “integrity of the Ottoman 


} empire.” 


On the same line Mr. Demetrius N. 
Botassi, the Grecian consul general at 
New York, contributes a timely article 
to The North American Review, briefly 
epitomizing the losses which Turkey 
has sustained during the present cen- 
tury. Says the consul general: 


The dismemberment of Turkey began 
over 100 years ago. In 1783 Turkey lost 
the Crimea. In 1830 she lost Greece. In 
1857 Moldawia and Wallachia, the two 
Danubian principalities. were united, and 
flourishing 
kingdom of Roumania, under King Charles, 
in 1881. In 1862 the Turkish earrison evac- 
uated Belgrade and in 1878 Servia became 
an independent kingdom. Bulgaria is vir- 
tually independent under Prince Ferdi- 
nand, and Turkey quietly acquiesced in 
the absorption of eastern Roumelia in 
1887. Kars and Batum were snatched by 
Russia in 1878. England seized Cyprus in 


the same year, and Austria was comfort- 


ably installed in Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
Wihere is the alleged integrity of the Turk- 


ish empire in the face of the above his- | 


torical facts? Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
two essentially Mussulman provinces, have 
nothing in common with. Austria, which 
now rules over them. But when the ques-

holy horror at the unreasonable aspira- 
tions of Greece in seeking to free in island 
inhabited by a homogeneous population, 
professing the same faith and situated 
at its very doors!

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Our Defective Cotton Bales. 

The Chattanooga Tradesman observ- 
cage! remarks that our American cotton 

oe always has been, at a very great 
disadVantage in the world’s ‘market be- 
cause of the sloven manner in which 
much of it is baled. 

Contrasting American with Egyptian 
cotton bales, The Tradesman shows that 
the difference is decidedly in favor of 
the latter, although Egyptian bales 
weigh 700 pounds gross, while Ameri- 
can bales weigh only 480 pounds. 

It is claimed by a leading cotton ex- 
pert that 5 per cent of the American 
product is yearly damaged on account 
of carelessness in picking, ginning, bal- 
ing and sampling it. Estimating the 
value of each year’s cotton crop at $280,- 
000,000, whith is a fair average valua- 
tion, the amount lost through careless- 
ness, according to the above expert opin- 
ion, would be no less than $14,000,000. 
If these figures are correct, our south- 
ern farmers, since the war, have lost 
in the aggregate, something over. $72,- 
000,000 on account of the loose-methods 
of picking, ginning and baling which 
have prevailed in this section. 

But whether these figures are correct 
or not, they should open the eyes of our 
southern farmers to the importance of 
being more careful in gathering their 
cotton crops, and also to the import- 
ance of speedily devising .some better 
and more effectual method of baling. 


A Voice from York State. 

C. V. R, Ludington writes to The New 
York World from Monticello, N. Y., to 
correct some statements made by that 
paper in regard to an old negro woman 
who recently died in that region. 

The woman was a slave until slavery 
was abolished by law in the state of 
New ‘York. When that event occurred, 
she elected to remain in the family of 
her former master. When she became 
too old and feeble to work, the family 
built her a little house on the place and 
furnished her with food and raiment. 
Later, becoming more and more én- 
feebled, she elected to go to the alms- 
house. When she died she was given a 
funeral by her former master’s family 
and was buried in the family burial 
ground. 

Mr. Ludington recites these facts with 
something of a flourish, and concludes 
his recital by saying that if such a con- 
dition had. existed in the south “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” would not have been writ- 
ten and our civil war postponed for a 
hundred years.”

But if a narrow or sectional moral fs 
in the book it is easy to find it, and we 
take pleasure in giving Mr. Ludington a 
cue to it. Slavery was all right so long 
as only southern men owned the slaves, 
but Mrs. Stowe pointed out that it was 
possible for a man from Vermont (or 
any other northern state) to come south 
and go into the business. And right 
there the trouble began, In her mind’s 
eye, Mrs. Stowe saw Legree, the Ver- 
monter, come to the south, and the in- 
stinct of her genius told her what would 
likely happen. So shé seized her pen 
and set it down in black and white. The 
monster from Vermont was not only 
possible, but probable, therefore—down 
with slavery! 

This on Mr. Ludington’s theory that if 
the southern people had treated their 
negroes humanely—permitting them to 
go to the poorhouse in their old age— 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” would never have 
been written and our civil war post- 
poned a hundred years. As a matter of 
fact, “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” was directed, 
not against negro slavery in the south, 
but against the possibilities that per- 
mitted monsters from Vermont and the 
outlying region to come down here and 


‘mistreat the negroes. 


This is a view that has not been 
very widely discussed, but it is full of 
interest, and the interest will stow on 
investigation.

WARM MEETING YESTERDAY 


The directors of the Southern Mutual. 


iBuilding and ‘Lioan Association held a 
stirring méeting yesterday afternoon at 1 
o'clock in the office of the receivers. 

To say that the meeting was warm is 
putting it mildly. There was a hot fight 
waged as long as {t lasted and in the end 
it resulted in a complete victory for the 
directors who called the meeting. Their 
point was to have the association taken 
out of the courts and an attempt will be 
made to do this. 

The meeting yesterday afternoon waé 
calied by four of the directors, Messrs. 
J. E. Maddox, George P. Howard, E. M. 
Bass and Edwin Hardin. It is the duty 
of the president to call the meeting, but 
at the time the directors desired to call 
it Mr. O'Byrne was out of the city. For 
that reason the four directors issued the 
call themselves. 

When the meeting was called to order 
yesterday afternoon there was present the 
following members: ™. A. O’Byrne, pres- 
ident; L. W. Farmer, J. S. Boyd, W. H. 
Btack, J. E. Maddox, George P. Howard, 
E. M. Bass, Edwin Hardin. Mr. R. L. 
Berner was absent and Mr. Boyd retired 
before the meeting concluded its work. 

When the meeting began work the di- 


rectors at once took sides and while one 


side fought to have the association taken 
out of the courts the other fought to let it 
remain in the hands of the receivers. 
President O’Byrne and. Attorney Black 
were anxious to have the association re-. 


‘main as it is and J. E. Maddox, George 


P. Howard, E. M. Bass and Edwin Har- 
din were in favor of having it taken out 
of the courts. 

_ The fight was between these and for 
two hours and a half the matter was dils- 
cussed. Those in favor of taking the as- 
sociation out of the courts were in the 
majority by two, and when the matter 
came to a vote they were easily victorious. 
Mr. Farmer did not vote. | 

As a resuk of this victory counsel will 
be employed by a committee of the board 
of directors to begin to work for the dis- 
eolution of the injunction and the dis- 
charge of the receivers. 

What Took Place. 

When the meeting first opened the direc- 
tors began to talk about the affairs of the 
association. They discussed its condtion 
and the present outlook. 

As things began to wax warm Mr. W. H.. 
Black objected to the meeting on the 
ground that it was not legal. He held that 
unless the meeting was called by the pres- 
ident of the board of directors it was not 
legal. Four of the directors, he said, had 
no right to call a meeting without the 
consent of the president. 

This point of Mr. Black’s was immedi- 
ately killed by the opposition, which cited 
the by-laws to him and showed to his sat- 
4sfaction that the directors who called the 
meeting had the power to do so. 

The directors who favor a withdrawal 
of the association from the courts then 
began to discuss this point and some warm 
speeches were made at this juncture. 


| Mr. O’Byrne Protests. 
Mr. O’syrne, it is said, got particularly 
warm and stated that it reflected on him 


for the directors to attempt to take the 


association out of his hands. He went so 
far, ft is said, as to charge that it was an 
attempt to place the association in the 
hands of the lawyers here in Atlanta. 

He spoke at some length on the matter 
and stated that it was impractical for the 
association to come out of the court. He 
wis against any such action. He fought 


* anything that looked to taking the mat- 
ter out of the courts. 


“The directors held that Receiver O’Byrne 
had ignored the instructions given him by 
‘the shareholders when he was. elected a 
director by them at their convention. They 
held that he had been instructed to take 
the association out of the courts if such 
were possible, and that he was acting in 


, Gitect opposition to their wishes. 


Mr. W. H. Black took his stand with Mr. 
O’Byrne and together they fought against 
the other four directors. For two hours 
and a half they discussed the matter and 
then it was ended by resolutions.

Still the Judge Is Inclined to 
Opinion That Buinous Rate Wars 


“Could Be Properly Enjoined. 


Norfolk, Va., April 2.—(@pecial.)—Judge 
Hughes, of the United States court, this 
afternoon rendered his decision in the case 
of the Mercantile Trust Company, of Bal- 
timore, against the Seaboard and Roanoke 
Railroad Company, petition to restrain the 
latter from cutting rates. 

Judge Hughes decides in favor of the 
Seaboard and Roanoke Railroad Company, 
and dismisses the injunction. 

This was a suit for an injunction by cer- 
tain bondholders to restrain the rate war 
which had been inaugurated by the Sea- 
board Air-Line railway. These bondhold- 
ers urged the granting of an injunction 
on the ground that the rate war would 
cause a waste of the mortgaged property 
and endanger the security of the bonds. 
The Seaboard Air-Line claimed that the 
court did not have jurisdiction; first, by 
reason of the failure to make yome of the 
railroads which are equally interested par- 
ties to the suit; second, because the bill 
is multifarious, that is, that it proposed too 
many remedies. Third, because even if 
this bill were correctly drawn, having all 
the proper parties, the court had no right 
to grant felief sought at the sult of the 
bondholders. Fs 

The judge in his decision, after reviewing 
the argument, concludes: 

“As far as the Seaboard system is con- 
cerned, the object of the bill is to enjoin 
it from reducing rates on the admitted 
theory that through it the injunction will 
operate over the entire system to Atlanta, 
It appears that the Raleigh and Gaston 
railroad is, with the Seaboard, lessee- of 


; 


the Georgia, Carolina and Northern. 
‘Neither the Raleigh and Gaston nor the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern are par- 
ties, and yet I am asked to enjoin rates 
over them on the mere allegation that the 
Seaboard by virtue of owning a majority 
of the Raiefih and Gaston stock, controls 
them. Mere ownership of stock is in no 
legal sense a control, and it is elementary 
law in the federal courts that there is no 
jurisdiction to enter a décree directly af- 
fecting the rights of absent parties. In 
such case the-court has no alternative but 
to digsmis#® the Will. . 

“It dg equally, clear that the trustee in 
the mortgage securing the Seaboard and 
Roanoke bonds is a necessary party. In 
the federal courts. where any two bond- 
holders ranged on different sides might 
defeat the jurisdiction, the doctrine ‘that 
the trustee represents them all is too vital 
to be frittered away. And a mere allega- 
tion of demand and refusal is not sufficient, 
for any adjudication would not bind him, 
and the defendant might be vexed with a 
second suit in his name. And, besides, he 
is entitled to a day in court.to show why 
he refused, and to take charge of the 
litigation at any subsequent stage if he 
se2s fit.

PENDLETON MAKES A THREAT 


Said He Would Give Egleston An- 
other Licking Right in the 
Courtroom. 


Mr. H. P. Williams, who was arrested 

Thursday nigtt by Bailiff Ray, of Justice 
Bloodworth’s court, on the charge of as- 
Sault and battery, was liberated yesterday 
afternoon by Justice Bloodworth. The war- 
rant was sworn out by Mr. E. N. Egleston, 
who .had a fight with Mr. Williams on 
Thursday afternoon in the Equitable build- 
ing.

Captain Lowry Sends in Objections. 


“Atlanta, Ga., April 2, 1897.—Hon. F. P. 
Rice, Chairman, City. Dear Sir: I did not 
until the last moment expect to say one 
word abcut the prcrposei city crdinance re- 
le tive to transfers of the Atlanta Consoll- 
dated Street Railway Company, believin 
as I do that you and your committee, an 
in fact the city government will look at 
both sides of this question fairly and ireat 
our corporation the same as an individual 
under the circumstances. 

“In 1898 myself and other tax payers 
bought the street railway named, and it 
has been an up-hill business with us to 
keep our heads above water and our road 
in good order, so as to furnish the best of 
trensportation to our patrons. We have 
never paid any Gividends to the stockhold- 
ers until within the law few days, when 
we paid a small sum cf 1 per cent. 

“Our system has done very much to in- 
crease the population, reaching out in all dl- 
rections . lf you remember, we gave up a 
great many exemptions of taxes so as to 
have one good system under one good 
management. 

“T am satisfied that if transfers are to be 
forced upon us it will result in the destroy- 


ing of our property without any special, 


good to the people. I was in Savannah a 
few days ago where they give transfers and 
carry passengers at a very much reduced 
rate on account of competition, every day’s 
business resulting, no doubt, in loss. 

“The tracks and cars were run down 
and shabby in every way, compared with 
ours, which I fear would be the result if 
we were forced to furnish transfers. 

“T have always been a great advocate for 
home institutions, doing everything I could 
to build up home industries, never ore | 
an opportunity on all occasions and al 
places to say a good word for Atlanta and 
Atlanta institutions. I fear very, much 
that if corporations are to be subjetted to 
so much annoyance that is entirely unnec- 
essary it will result in a decline of pros- 

erous industries that are thinking now of 
ocating here. 

“It ~# been stated that the stock of the 
company is watered and cost nothing. 
While I do not see why such statements 
should have any such consideration in this 
matter, I wish to say that it is. incorrect. 
The stock of: the compnay if held today by 
the original owners would.stand at a cost 
to them of about $1,500,000, Citizens of At- 
lanta have in recent years invested about 
$600,000 in this stock, and have in addition 
been called upon to advance several hun- 
dred thousand dollars more money to pro- 
tect the property from disaster. Are we 
not entitled to a fair remuneration on the 
large investment we made on the property, 
which up to this time has paid nothing?

“It is not stating the matter too strorgly

“I claim that no proper investigation of

serious business matter involving rights of 
private citizens and tax payers. 

“I believe that the service now rendered 
is more than equivalent to the ;ervice 
rendered by any street railway system 
operated in any other city in the United 
States receiving no greater income than 
this company. 


Woull Injure System. 


“I believe that the present system in 
Atlanta is a better one than ‘wouid be af- 
forded by the use of transfers as outlined 
in tae propuseu ordinance ana that the 
patrons of the company are better pleased 
with the present service than they would 
be. by changes which wouid be necessary 
were a@ trausier system adopted. 

“1 believe that there is ne clamor or de- 
mand from the pubiic, except from a email 
per cent of our population, and that such 
clamor shouid nvt be seriousiy considered 
by your committee, except possibiy in so 
far as to lead to an investigation of the 
matter, | 

“i desire to state that when the lines 
of the Atianta Consolidated Street Hailway 
Company were consolidated in 1891 the 
question of the use of transfers was given 
long and thorough investigation, during 
which investigauon experts from other 
cities were engaged Who came ito Atianta 
and remained quite a whiie. The conclu- 
sion arrived at was that the transfer sys- 
tem would noc be advisable here because 
of the peculiar condition of the various 
lines. The present system was decided 
upon because it was believed it would be of 
lur greaver advantage to the public ais 
to the company. These conditions have 
not changeu, and wiil not until our city 
Shail have grown in population and the 
revenues of the company shail show a large 
increase. 

“The connecting of the several lines at 
the incversection of Broad and Marietta 
streets nas produced conditions which ren- 
der transfers at this point impracticable, 
except at great loss to. the company and 
inconvenienve to the public which will ap- 
pear upon investigation. With the j1esent 
number of cars vuperated: there is a con- 
gestion of cars and travel at this point at 
times resuitiig in accidents which have 
cost the company heavy damages. The 
issuing of transters at this pois would 
bring about more congestion and would 
force an abandonment of the system. 

“lt would be possible for passengers to 
exchange transfers at this point, 1¢ulting 
in great loss of revenue to the company. 

“Parties wishing to go from points near 
the center to the outskirts of the city 
would congregate at this point for the 
purpose of obtaining transfers-at a trifie, 
if not without cost. This difficulty has 
been demonstrated by various systems in 
other cities which have once attempted to 
mako transfers. where several lines con- 
verge. A notable instance was 
neapolis, wuere, after a thorough test, a 
central transfer station was abandoned. 
The only point within my knowledge wkere 
the difficulty has been successfhlly niet is 
in Nashville, Tenn., at which place all the 
cars from every route run into un en- 
closure, and from which enclosure all. 
passengers are at liberty to take any car 
going in any direction. They are thus ex- 
cluded from the business world until the 
transfer has been made, and no one.ex- 
cept @ passenger who has paid for a ride 
can obtain a transfer. 

Two Rides on One Fare. ~* 

“Another difficulty would Mé in the fact 
that “a party could Come to the center, 
say on the Peachtree car and, having op- 
tained a transter, could revurn on the first 
car running on the West Peachtree. line 
or the Courtland street line, thus cbtain- 
ing two rides for one fare and enabling 
him to spend some time on the streets in 
the business center. This same difficulty 
would apply to. Kdgewoud avenue © and 
Decatur street, the Boulevard and Jack- 
son street, Edgewood avenue and Houston 
street, West Hunter and Walker streets, 
Whitehall and Walker streets, Washington 
Street and Capitol avenlue, Washington and 
Pryor streets, and other lines, these only 
being given by way of illustration. One 
Of the most serious difficulties, if not the 
most serious, would be the great con- 
fusion, annoyance and loss to the company 
resulting from the fact that at times a 


would be boarded by a large number of 
passengers, ranging from ten to fifty, or 
more, who would be in possession of 
transfers obtained from all the various 
lines, having different time limits. In case 
of any delay, many of: these transfers 
would be out of time. The handling of 
the transfer itself is tedious and vexatious, 
and the conductor would be placed at great 
disadvantage. For ilYustration, while run- 
ning on Marietta and Decatur streets with 
a car already fairly loaded he would be 
called upon to take up transfers from a 
large number of passengers at this cross- 
ing of the center, some of which transfers 
having expired.

Would Be 900 Miles Less. 


_ “The Consolidated company is now oper- 
ating about 900 miles per day more than 
would be required ‘under a system of trans- 
f>-rs as above outlined. Many of the cars 
now operated to the centér would not run 
to this point with a transfer system. A 
saving of this mileage would bring a sav- 
ing’ to the company on this account, put 
the inconvenience of the transfer system 
would bring a loss in revenue which would 
probably more than counterbalance the 
saving. Such a view of the matter has in- 
duced the company to run cross-town cars, 
although on some of the lines cars from 
two routes run quite a distance almost im- 
mediately following each other. 

Upon systems where transfers are used! 
successfully cars run at frequent intervals 
and a party stopping at a crossing for a 
transfer only waits a few minutes to board 
another car. In Atlanta the system radi- 
ates from the center into sparsely settled 
districts. The headway is necessarily in- 
frequent, usually fifteen minutes between 
cars. This infrequent service alone is al- 
most a bar to the use.of transfers: A typ- 
ical transfer system would be on a line 
on which cars are.operated at very short 
intervals traversing. for quite a distance 
a business thoroughfare which itself might 
parallel a river or suacoast. Lines coming 
from cross streets leading from residen- 
tial districts upon crossing the main trunk 
would transfer its passengers at various 
points on the trunk, thus enabling them 
to go and come daily between their homes 
and points of business. There is no par- 
allel case in Atlanta, as will be easily 
seen, 

“It is impossible to provide a system 
which would meet the demands of every in- 
dividual, but it is’ believed, and of this 
we have no doubt, that the plan now in 
use is the best than can be adopted with 
such modifications as from time to time 
may justify an inerease of travel. 


Only Excursionosts Want It. 


“It is believed that a greater number 
of those calling for transfers are excursion 
riders, whose necessities are not involved. 

Some time since the managers of the 
Consolidated company were told that many 
citizens would like to pass for one fare 
from Marietta street to Whitehall street, 
and vice versa, The company undertook 
to test this demand and placed on the ser- 
viee running throughout Marietta and 
Whitehall streets a number of cats upon 
which a party could go from any point 
on either of these streets to any point 
on the other street! without changing and 
for one fare. After the operation of these 
cars for a month or six weeks the receipts 
were found insufficient to pay for the 
men required to operate the cars, and it 
‘was a notable fact that when passing 
around the curves at the corner of Broad 
and Marietta streets, the cars were al- 
most always empty, showing that the re- 
ceipts were obtained from persons who 
Only made trips from one point on White- 
hall street to another point on’ the same 
street or between two points on Marietta 
streat, ' 

“By the operation of cross-town cars 
many conveniences have resulted to citi- 
zens and usually it is the case that the 
lines, as now operated, enable most citi- 
zens to go from .their homes to. business 
for one’ fare and it fs exceptional cases 
coe ‘the payment’ of two fares is neces- 

“Transfers, as a rule, are not intro- 
duced for the use of excursion riders on 
holidays and, Sundays, t are for the ac- 
commodation of.the, daily totler. When 
people take rides on holidays and Sundays 
it is but reasonablé*that' they should ex- 
pect to pay transportation on the various 
routes upon which they wish to ride. 

“These yiews are submitted as some 
omong matty of aay aang with which 

e street rmalWway manager has. to con- 
tend:' It {fs not "ofa med that we’ ‘under- 
stand what is bést to:be done in all cases. 

On the coptrary, good suggestions. from 
individuals, and especially from experts 
in the business from ‘other cities, are al- 
ways appreciated .by one charged with 
the management of a street railway sys- 
tem. Your committee will doubtless un- 
derstand, however,.that the average rider 
only considers each, case as, it is presented 
to him in its simplest form, and what. 
might appear to him quite reasonable and 
wholly’ practicable,: might be a measure 
which would be found impracticable and 
hurtful if attempted. : 

“It -is not: improper to call attention 
to another matter. 


Would Cross Railway Tracks. 


“The time which eitizens of Atlanta have 
to lose in making the unnecessary jour- 
ney from Pryor, Peachtree and Whitehall 
streets via Alabama street and Broad 
across the railwa to get back into 
thefr direct line of travel could be obviated 
by going directly across the railways on 
Pryor and Whitehall streets. It is well 
known that it ts in contemplation that al- 
most all the railroads intend to move their 
passenger station away from 
present location... When that is 
it is quite probable that the 
izens of Atlanta will insist, 
that the state will allow, the street rail- 
ways to cross the steam roads at both 
Pryor and Whitehall streets, saving these 
long journeys and waste of time, the 
Steep grade of Alabama etreet and the 
dangers growing out of it. Such changes 
would remove some of the serious difficul- 
ties now confronting a transfer system 
and would come at a time when the «om- 
pany’s receipts would justify the operation 
of more cars and thus reducing the head- 
way between them. 

“I do not mean by this suggestion that 
even then such a system will be or would 
be adopted by. the railway company. That 
is a matter for consideration under al the 
circumstances and new developments which 
may hereafter exist when the question is 
raised. 

“I desire to further state that if your 
committee shall deem it advisable to in- 
vestigate this matter fully in all its bear- 
ings in Atlanta without reference to the 
passage of an ordinance. which it fs not 
admitted the city would have the right 
to enforce, I will be pleased to discuss the 
matter with them and will cheerfully fur- 
nish any information in my possession 
which may throw lisht upon the matter. 

“I doubt not that should it appear to 
your committee that the use of transfers 
would be impracticable without serious 
loss and expensive changes to the company, 
which ite revenues do not now justify, 
your committee would so report and the 
effect would be to put a quietus to the 
discussion of thts matter. If, on the con- 
trary, it can be demonstrated that a trans- 
fer system would furnish greater accom- 
modations to the public and would not 
prove an injury to the company, I will 
cheerfully co-operate with the commit- 
tee in bringing about its adoption, in which 
event no, ordinance would be necessary. 

“IT have confined these suggestions to 
the physical conditions and difficulties to 
be encountered in the operation of the road.

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TOPIC, “CHARACTER” 


Delivered a Characteristic Address at 
West End Last Night. 


DR. GIBSON’S INTRODUCTION 


He Tells of a Speech Sam Made as a 
by Schoolboy. 


SAM MAKES A SMART  REJOINDER 


Good Crowd Was Out Despite the 
Inclement ‘Weathcr—What 
Sam Said. 


Rev. Sam P. Jones lectured last night at 
the Park Stréet church and, although the 
evening was a stormy one, three of four 
hundred people assembled to hear him. 

The richest feature of the entire evening 
was the introduction of Mr. Jones by Dr. 


. Gibson, pastor of the Walker Street church. 


Dr. Gibson said: 

“I will not attempt to introduce so well 
known a man as the speaker who will ad- 
dress you tonight; but will give you the 
first speech Sam ever made, so that you 
may observe the improvement in his ora- 
torical powers since then. 

“It was at an old-fashioned country 
schoolhouse, where all the boys speak on 
Friday, and when it came Sam’s turn he 
rose and went to the front. He was bare- 
footed, had his breeches rolled tightly up 
around his knees and the mud squeezed up 
through his toes. The girls were all look- 
ing at Sam and he got mixed. His speech 
was like this: 


"The boy stood on the burning deck, 
With fleece as white as snow, 

And everywhere that Mary went 
The ship was sure to go. 


* "He followed her to school one day, 
It was against the rule; 

It made the children laugh to see 

A Burning deck at school. 


“ ‘He called aloud, ‘‘Say, father? say! 
Across the stormy water, 


And I'll forgive your highland chief. y 


My daughter! O my daughter!’”’ 
Sam’s Clever Reply. 

Sam was not lost, however, but cleverly 
returned the thrust. Said he: 

“I’ve been introduced to thousands of 
eudience—I’ve been introduced by mayors, 
governors and colonels, but this is the first 
colored introduction I have ever had.” 

The subject of Mr. Jones’s lecture was 
“Character and Characters,” and all who 
‘went must have felt fully repaid. 

‘“Character,”’ said he, “is the immortal 
part of a man. Character and reputation 
are very different. A man may possess 
either one without possessing the other. 
Christ, who had the finest character of 
any age, had the poorest reputation. Char- 
acter is simply a highly educated will. Har- 
mony is necessary for character and no 
one but God, the maker of man, can tune 
the strings of his nature into perfect hare 
mony. 

‘Some men have found out God didn’t 
make them, but none of my folks as far 
back as I can trace them ever saw anybody 
evolute. The law of God is simply a picket 
fence around the devil’s pitfalls. Its of 
people im Atlanta don’t like God's law. 
They hate the one which says ‘Thou shalt 
not steal,’ and the one which reads, “Thou 
shalt not covet.’ They don’t like the Geor- 
gia laws, but then it is a fact that a heap 
of those fellows who meet every year in the 
capitol ought to be in the chaingang. 

“Up-to-date preachers now say there ts 
no hell, but they won’t be there three sec- 
onds till they will see what a mistake 
they’ve made. 

“If an angel of God were to light on the 
top of the capitol and decree that no one 
should die in Atlanta for a hundred years 
there wouldn’t be three people at prayer 
meeting in the city next Wednesday night, 
but just shake a coffin over a man once or 
twice and he will hit the ground running, 
and typhoid fever beats a revival all hol- 
low.”’ 

Mr. Jones emtertained the audience until 
a late hour.

~TBIDS FOR PAVING 


Hany Were Put in with Committee For 
‘Various Materials. 


NONE ACCEPTED FOR FORSYTH 


The Collins Bri¢k Company Gets a 
Contract for Paving Sidewalks 
at 30c Per Square Yard. 


The street committce of the city council 
met yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock in 
the mayor’s office. 

Bids for putting down sidewalks, cvrting 
and paving on Bartow and Forsyth streets 
were considered. Petitions from residents 
along Forsyth street asking for a new 
pavement were read. There was a full at- 
tendance of the committee. 

City Engineer Clayton and Assistant City 
Attorney Westmoreland met with the com- 
mittee. The bids for constructing side- 
walks were first considered. The lowest 
bid on time was that of the South River 
Brick Company, which was 34 cents with a 
bid for cash payment of 33 cents per yard. 

The Collins Brick Company put in a bid 
of 35 cents, payment on time, with a cash 
bid of # cents. 

The city was willing to pay cash, and 
the bid of the Collins Brick Company was 
accepted. This contract covers all the side- 
walks which the city wishes laid at the 
present time. 

The bids for putting down curbing were 
next taken up. There were a dozen of 
these. The lowest was that of Leftwich & 
Wright, which was 23% cents on time and 
20 cents cash. This one was accepted, and 
the firm was given ten days in which to 
make a $2,000 bond. 

The bids for paving Bartow street with 
Belgian blocks from Marietta street to the 
railroad were read. This street is to be 
paved at the city’s expense, and 91,000 has 
been appropriated for the purpose. Ven- 
able Bros. were given this contract at 98 
cents per square yard. The blocks are to 
be 4x8 inches. 

The Forsyth street question took up the 
greater part of the session, and the great- 
est interest centered in it. A large number 
ef residents along the street were present 
to speak for their petitions. Some wanted 
asphalt, others brick and still others 
wooden blocks. Mr. Joseph Hirsch present- 
éd a petition signed by a number of prop- 
erty owners representing in all 1,859 front 
feet, asking that Forsyth street be paved 
with asphalt from Hunter to Whitehall. 
This pettion also asked that the street be 
graded from an 8 per cent grade to 5 per 
cent, which would be necessary In order 
to make the asphalt passable in slippery 
weather. Mr. Hirsch was asked if there 
would be any damage suits resulting from 
such a change. He said there would not 
be as it would injure no one, Engineer 
Clayton said it would cost about $3,000 to 
Make the grade at Garnett street. 

The petition of those wishing brick was 
read. It was signed by property owners 
representing 2,419 front feet. They put 
forth the plea that it was cheaper and 
quite as good as asphalt. 

A petition asking for Williams block 
pavement was signed to the extent of 
about 400 feet. 

After a short discussion, all thése peti- 
tions were referred to the council to be 
taken up at the next meeting. 

Colonel Westmoreland announced that 
all the petitions were insufficient, owing 
to the fact that they did not state that the 
street needed any pavement. 

Bids for paving were received from the 
following firms, payment cash and using 
the present Beigian .block for concrete: 
Grant Wilkins, $2.66; Venable Bros., $1.84; 
W. R. Maher, $1.82; John Bradley & Co., 
$1.86. 

With vitrified brick, Standard Paving 
Company, $1.85; Georgia Paving Company, 
$1.81; Tennessee Paving Brick Company, 
$1.99. 

Willlams Block Paving Company, 
wooden blocks, $1.77. 

No bid was accepted, as the council has 
not yet decided what material will be used.

The speaker announced as his 
Psalms i: 12-13. 

“Fhilip’s preaching,” asid the orator, 
“brought conversion to Samoria, and there 
was great joy in that city. Joy is always 
attractive. ‘Laugh, and the world laughs 
with you; weep, and you weep alone.’ The 
world, seeking in sensuous paths, pretends 
to have it. The church knows that Christ 
has joy indeed. We do not act as if we 
had this joy. We sing were all the realm of 
nature mine, that were an offering far too 
small and hold our hands clinched tight 
on our pocketbooks. The world’s joys are 
like cut flowers that soon wither, but the 
Christian’s joy is like these flowers, graft- 
ed on living stocks that endure forever. 
The Bible is full of teachings in figures of 
the joys of believers; the finding of lost 
coin, the recovering of the stray sheep, the 
return of the wandering son. This joy is 
a converting force. fi 

“When we tell men that they ‘must,’ we 
hold a whip over them and do not succeed. 
We display an ignorance of the nature of 
man, for we fail unjess we appeal to love, 
for Paul said “The love of Christ constrain- 
eth us.”’ ° 

He would not Anave preachers preach 
against sinsmndiwidtal sins as drunken- 
ness, Swearing and such like—but preach 
against sin, original, indwelling sin, damn- 
ing sin, nature saturated not in sins, but 
in gin, and he who preaches “Quit your 
meanness and start to heaven” is not 
preaching the gospel. It is not theology, 
but manology. Sins are the fruits. Sin is 
the root. Sins are the manifestations. Sin 
is the great outlaying mass that emits 
its flashes now and then. The Bible, in a 
sort of abandon, uses every vile word in 
the vocabulary to describe sin—a thief, a 
leprosy, a grinning skeleton, an insidious 
poison, a scorpion hiding under the pillars 
of the church, waiting to sting the wor- 
shipers, a rope with which to hang “us, 
a Delilah; yea, everything hateful, hideous, 
horrid, awful, sin exceeding sinful. 

I am sadly unable to report the speak- 
er’s words here. Such an awful arraign- 
ment of sin I do not remember ever to 
have heard. He declared that sin and 
Christian joy cannot dwell in the same 
heart. They are antipodes. Can one live 
in sin and live in Christ? He was severe 
on preachers who preach reformation for 
regeneration. So was he severe against 
the second blessing perfectionist. He 
urged all to come to God as sinners, not 
because we deserve to be heard: not be- 
cause we have earned a hearing; not be- 
cause we have paid the price, but because 
Jesus has paid the debt; Jesus died and 
paid it all. This brings joy then to such 
as go to work for God when converted. 
Saul said: “Lord, what wilt Thou have me 
to do?” 

All throughout {t was a sermon of deep 
thought, and brought out in finished dic- 
tion with dramatic effect. 

The music was exceedingly fine. “Beau- 
tiful Zion’ ani “Anthem of Great Sweet- 
ness’’ were rendered by a choir of seven 
young ladies and four gentlemen, almost 
all from the seminary, led by the seminary 
orchestra of seven instruments.

No Great Enthusiasm Was Created at 
the Meetings. 


THEY LEFT AN ORGANIZATION 


Branch Was Formed During the Vari- 
ous Meetings. 


MR, ULYSSES LEWIS IS THE PRESIDENT 


He Explains That the Movement Is 
Understood by the Min- 
ister. 


The flock of evangelists representing the 
Christian Alliance have spread their wings 
and sailed away, but they left behind them 
@ nest egg that promises to hatch into a 
flourishing branch of the Christian Alliance. 
It will be known as the Atlanta auxiliary 
of the Christian and Missionary Alliance 
of the estate of Georgia. 

This branch was organized during the 
meetings just closed at the tabernacle. The 
officers elected were Colonel Ulysses Lewis 
president and Mr. W. P. Davis, secretary. 
Recruits were worked for during the con- 
vention and a large number gave in their 
names to become members. The initiatory 
meeting will be held next Wednesday at 
3:30 in the rooms of the Central Union 
Mission. 

Arrangements will be made for permanent 
rooms where weekly meetings will be held 
and the devotees will push their doctrine 
very aggressively. 

The officers are not at all pleased with 
the view the Atlanta pastors take of their 
work and belief. They accuse them of 
ignorance and say they should investigate 
before expressing opinions recklessly and 
at random. They positively deny that they 
are antagonistic to the church. 

Mr. Ulysses Lewis, president of the local 
auxiliary, speaks strongly against the at- 
tack of the president of the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association. He says: 

“I don’t think Dr. Landrum understands 
us; he is a good and able man and his 
words have influence for either good or 
bad. We are not working to the hurt or 
injury of the church. Our alliance is repre- 
sented among the leading churches of this 
city, and of other cities. We have the 
same great object in view as every other 
Christian organization, namely the worship 
and glorification of God. 

“I am a member of the church—born a 
(Methodist, but I do not feel in any way 
out with my church because I believe in 
the Christian Alliance movement. We have 
leading men in the intellectual world that 
have adopted this belief. I think one reason 
the ministers of the city would not lend 
their help or encouragement was because 
the reputation of those able divines pre- 
ceded them. 

“It was known that these gentlemen had 
taken some very large collections at times 
and the preachers thought they might do 
the same here and thereby lessen the con- 
tributions of their own church. These men 


have great power in speaking for mission _, 


work and they can draw money when 
they want it. 

“However, all their collections have come 
from the. north,. where Mr. Simpson took 
one of the largest collections ever taken 


at one meeting. They have never ssked. 


for money in this part of the country. 
“They are very able men and have the 


surport of prominent philanthropists over 


the country. 
Were Distinguished Men. 

“Dean Peck 1s dean of the Denver unl- 
versity, Dr. Merritt is one of the largest 
undertakers in the) world, Dr. Wilson left 
a very large Bpiscopal church to preach 
this four-fold gospel, and the others are 
very prominent men, who would not adopt 
a filmsy or narrow view of any question. 
We hope to build up a good chapter here 
and get the co-operation of. the churches 
and all Christians.’’ 

The evangelists did not explain in their 
short stay, which was shorter than they 
expected, all the principles of their doc- 
trine. Dr. Wilson spoke of “Divine Heal- 
ing” and Dean Peck of the “Coming of 
Christ.” Their belief is four-fold and ‘is 
known as the four-fold gospel. They 
claim the object of the Christian Alli- 
ance shall be to bear testimony to the 
four great essential truths of the gospel 


‘of Christ—salvation through Christ for 


all who believe; complete sanctification 
through Christ for all who fully yield 
themselves to Him; divine healing thrcugh 
the name of Jesus for those who believe 
and obey Him, and Christ’s personal end 
pre-millennial coming. 

They hold up before themselves as the 
greatest method of work to be that of 
evangelization and one of their injunctions 
is to avoid formalism on the one rand 
and favoritism on the other. They give 
many reasons why there should be a 
Christian Alliance. 

They say that there is a large multitude 
of God’s Christians in the world today 
who are more fully one in spiritual fel- 
lowship than they are in any singte de- 
nominational communion and it is proper 
that they should have some union, com- 
munion and co-operation. 

That there is need in this day for a 
strong, united testimony for certain truths 
which God, by/ His spirit and rrovidence, 
is emphasizing as “present truths,” and 
which are being opposed by a worldly 
church and an unbelieving world. One of 
these truths is the gospel of full salva- 
tion and present and complete sanctifica- 
tion in Christ Jesus. Another is the pro- 
vision Christ has made in the gospel for 
the physical redemption through divine 
healing and the physical life, support and 
strength of our risen and living Lord. A 
third is the doctrine of our Lord’s per- 
sonal, pre-millennial speedy return, and 
the necessity for the preparation of the 
church and the world for His advent. 
They say these truths are as important 
as they are unpopular, and they require 
the firm and united testimony of all who 
hold them in this evil time. 

They claim much good has been accom- 
plished by this union and co-operation. 
They hope to evangelize the world and pre- 
pare this generation for the coming of 
Christ the Savior, Ctrist the sanctified, 
Christ the healer and Christ the coming 
king. 

They do not belfeve in medicine or doc- 
tors and would ruin the profession if they 
could evangelize the world after their way 
of thinking. The growth and progress of 
the duxiliary in Atlanta will be watched 
with interest.

Mrs. Nobles exhibit- 
ed no concern whatever at being carried 
back to Jeffersonville to be resentenced. 
She accepted it as a matter of course. Her 
attorney, Marion Harris, of Macon, accom- 
panied her to Jeffersonville this afternoon. 
He will resort to every legal method to 
Save his client from death. It is prob- 
able that he will institute proceedings be- 
fore the ordinary and sheriff to get a trial 
for lunacy.

Hopeful View. 


INCREASE IN BANK CLEARINGS 


The Floods in the South Have Inter- 
fered Some With Trade. : 
Market Changes.

New York, April 2.—Bradstreet’s will say 
tomorrow: 

“The courze of general trade shows some 
imprcvement, notwithstanding an almost 
complete stoppage of business in the south 
Mississippi valley by washouts, overflows 
and floods. The condition of country road- 
ways throughout central western states 
and the northwest is such as to still fur- 
ther delay collections and check demand 
from interior merchants. Another drop is 
recorded in prices of Reasemer pig iron 
and steel billets, and in wheat, flour, coal, 
coffee and lard, which is. in part, offset by 
increased activity and higher prices for 
wool and for woolens. for corn. oats, sugar 
and petroleum. A heavy movement of fer- 
tilizers is reported in the south Atlantic 
states; interest in lumber and shingies 
has increased on the northwest Pawific 
coast and Galveston is exporting cattle to 
Eurppe direct. The most favorable trade 
reports are from northwest spring wheat 
states.’’ 

There are 4,402 business failures in the 
United States reported by Bradstreet’s 
during the past quarter, compared with 
4,512 in the first quarter of 1896, a falling 
off of about 11 per cent. 

Bank clearings for March at eighty-two 
cities throughout the United States show 
an increase of 18 per cent, compared with 
March one year ago. 

New York, April 2—R. G. Dun & Co. 
will say tomorrow in their weekly review 
of trade: 

“The markets are still waiting, some sag- 
ging downward >and others recovering. 
There is much disposition to use the de- 
cision of the supreme court against rail- 
road commissions as an ‘instrument for 
depressing stocks, and yet the buying has 
prevented a decline exceeding $1 per share 
and for trust stocks 20 cents per share. The 
reports of railroad earnings for the quarter 
have been somewhat encouraging, the ag- 
gregate having been, on roads within the 
United States, only 3.2 per cent smaller 
than last year, and the March returns 
have been rather more favorable than 
those for January and February. The vote 
of the house in favor of a new tariff bill 
has made no impression on business, since 
it has been expected since November that 
some measure of the same general char- 
acter would become a law. If the Dill 
stands, with its provision making new 
duties applicable April Ist, the the chances 
are that foreign imports and treasury re- 
ceipts may be for a time considerably re- 
stricted. 

“The cotton and the textile manufactures 
are slowly gaining in business, though 
print cloths and most staple cottons re- 
main unchanged in prices, and restriction 
of output seems to have given some relief 
to the market. The buying of wool by 
mills is still a noteworthy feature, being 
far in excess of current consumption; but 
there is a much greater volume of trans- 
actions between dealers. In the three 
chief markets the sales for five weeks 
have been 63,725,200 pounds, against 25,377,- 
676 in the same weeks of 1892, when the 
mills were well employed. Prices are 
strong, both here and at London. 

“The iron and steel industry has been 
staggered, so to speak, by the decision of 
the supreme court affecting railroads, since 


{it is apprehended that purchases, not oOniy 


of rails, but of cars, locomotives and 
bridge materials, may be affected.”

rection. Reynolds never finished it; that 
is to say, in completing it he conveyed the 
idea that Garrick was still undecided. 
But he himself (Reynolds) told Garrick 
that he supposed he would select tragedy, 
Garrick gaid he didn’t know about tragedy, 
but that comedy itself was ‘a serious busi- 
ness.’ I have found myself that-there is no

“Garrick was undoubtedly the greatest 
actor of the time—that is, of his own time. 
Of course there were then men who were 


_ eonsidered as good as he, but their names 


have not come down to history like his. 

' “One of these contemporaries was Barry. 
Both Barty and Garrick played in Romeo 
and Juliet. This play is the greatest ex- 
pression of the passion of love in litera- 
ture, and I think for that reason it its a 
most delightful one for ladies, though it 
does not possess the philosophy of ‘Ham-

. Nashville Exposition. 


The commissioners for DeKalb, In co-op- 
eration with the farmers, are preparing an 
elaborate and beautiful display to show off 
the resources of that county at the Cen- 


tennial exposition. 

After much persuasion the farmers have 
been aroused to the value of the oppor- 
tunity. Colonel John H. Averill, commis- 
sioner for the Georgia railroad, has sent a 
notice to the committee saying that he was 
anxious to secure for decorative purposes 
and for exhibit quantities of grain in the 
sheaf, oats, barley, wheat, rye and some 
creditable specimens of these grains thresh- 
ed out; also specimens of potatoes. irish and 
sweet, turnips and beans, with other agri- 
cultural products. He wishes three or four 
hundred bundles of sheaf grain, especially 
for decorating, and a bushel each of thresh- 
ed grains for exhibit. It is proposed to buy 
this amount if it is not donated. 

A large case to hold the products which 
will be exhibited fs to be made out of the 
native woods of the county, and the com- 
missioner says he can use specimens of any 
hard wood from three to five feet in length 
and one-half to one inch thick, and from 
five to twelve inches wide, thoroughly sea- 
soned, consisting of the following varieties: 

Chestnut, hickory, beach, birch, poplar, 
cherry, wainut, ash, sycamore, persimmon, 
gum, dogwood, red, white and live oak, and 
any other timber that will take a good pol- 
ish. 

The farmers are instructed to deliver their 
exhibits to any of the agemts of the Geor- 
gia railroad, who will ship them free. The 
committee in charge believe that there is 
not a county in the state with the natural 
resources that DeKalb possesses. 

Besides the farm products and the fores- 
try, the minerals will play a good part in 
the display. Specimens of granite, marble 
and gold ore are to be collected and ar- 
ranged In an attractive manner. The com- 
mittee hope to have the exhibit ready to 
ship on May ist, when the exposition opens. 


BUILDING FOR MONTH OF MARCH 


BUILDING INSPECTOR MAKES A 
CREDITABLE REPORT: 


Hus Been More Building This Year 
for First Quarter Than There 
Was Last Year. ™ 


City Building Inspector Pittman com- 
pleted his report for the month of March 
yesterday morning. The report that the 
building in March was as good as usual 
and that building in Atlanta had. not 
admpped behind. 

The report for February shows.that per- 
mits were granted for sixty-two buildings 
and that they cost $238,160. This is a good 
showing for February and outclassed the 
same month of last year: 

In order to show the growth of the 
growth of the city and the ‘increase in 
building ‘Mr. Pittman has prepared a com- 
parative statement of the amount ef work 
done during the first three months of last 
year and the first three months of this 
year. 

For the first quarter of. 1896 161 permits 


were granted and the buildings erected 


cost $283,283. The number of dwellings were 
sixty-one and their cost was $74,520, 

For the first quarter of this year a total 
of 157 permits were granted and the build- 
ings cost $417,172. The number of dwell- 
ings was seventy-three and cost $75,165, 

The. total cost of the buildings for this 
quarter when compared to those of last 
quarter show that more money has been 
expended for building purposes this year 
than there was for the same length of time 
last year. ; ! 

Bullding Inspector Pittman sald yester- 
day that he felt gure the building this 
year would be a great deal brisker than 
it was last year and he feels sure that more 
money will be expended for building pur- 
poses this year than ever before. 

The number of dwelling houses erected 
in the city, he said, are what show its 
real growth. As long as dwellings go up 
it is a sure sign the city is growing; when 


they cease it is a sign that the cit 
standstill. Aig clic 

Mr. Pittman expects building to take 
on new life as soon as good weather ar- 
rives. He looks upon April as promising 
to be a banner month and says that build- 
ing will pick up considerably. 

He is busily engaged now in examining 
the plans for the Commercial building, 
and will grant permgt in the next few 
neta!

Judge Felton. Bibb superior court. 

Little, J.—1. Prior to the passage of the 
act of 189, fixing and defining the Hability 
of receivers and others operating raliroads, 
it Was the law, as amnounced by repeated 
rulings of this court, that aa employee 
could not recover from such.a receiver 
damages for personal injuries when it ap- 
peared that the injuries were occasioned by 
the fault or negligence of a fallow-servant, 
and consequently am action for damages 
resuiting from such injuries inflicted at a 
date antecedent to the passage of this act 
= properly dismissed on general demur- 

2. Where the declaration in such an action 
alleges that the negligence of the defend- 
ants consisted in improperly moving a train 
with a sudden jerk, by which the plaintiff 
was throwa to the ground, and in reversing 
the engine, giving it steam and al owing it 
to run back on him before he could get out 
of the way, and thus injuring him, the case 
cannot be treated as an action to recover 
damages for injuries arising from defective 
machinery, merely because the deciaration, 
after setting forth these acts of legligence 
as the cause of the injuries, contains the 
additional words, ‘“‘and not having brakes 
upon the engine attached to said train of 
cars, All the allegations of such petition 
will be construed together, and if it ap- 
pears from the declaration as a whole that 
the negligence of a co-employee was the 
efficient cause of the injuries, a simple alle- 
gation that the engine had no brakes will 
not, without more, characterize the action 
as resting on this allegation.

Little, J.—1, Evidence offered in a trial for 
owe to show the character of the de- 
ceased for violence, will, as to the party 
making the attack, be confined to the repu- 
tation which the deceased bore in the com- 
munity, and will not extend to specific acts. 

(a) Reputation for character, good or 
bad, may be proved by showing what peo- 
ple generally say, and reputation for good 
character may be proved by testimony 
showing that no one within the knowledge 
of the witness had spoken il! of the charac- 
ter of the person under investigation. Ac- 
cordingly, a witness may be allowed. after 
showing ‘his acquaintance with the person 
inquired of, to testify that he had’ known 
him' a long while and lived in the same 
community with: him, and had mever heard 


- 


his repuation or character for peaceable-. 


ness questioned or attacked. This is com- 
petent evidence for the jury to ctmsider, 
giving it the effect to which they think it 
entitled. . ' 

(b) Such evidence, while negative, tends 
to show good character,but any evidence de- 
pending on the knowledge of the witness, 
save what he has as to the reputation of 
the deceased, should be excluded. 

2. Evidence of pain and suffering by the 
accused on trial for murder, who alleges 
in his defense that he was attacked and 
beaten by the deceased, is admissible. If 
confined to a reasonable period of time 
elapsing after the homicide, and exclama- 
tions or expressions indicating the exist- 
ence.of present pain and suffering, made by 
him on the same day of the homicide, 
whether given im the course of a medical 
examination or while describing his par- 
ticular pain-or trouble to another, are en- 
titled to go to the jury. ‘Such complaints 
may or may not have probative value, but 
of this the jury, under the circumstances 
of each case, must decide. 

3. In eyery case it is largely within the 
discretion of the trial judge, at any stage 
of the proceeding, to permit the’case to bs 
opened and new evidence submitted by eith- 
er party; and this court will not reverse 
the court below in the exereise of such‘ dis- 
cretion, unless it appears that from an 
abuse thereof the plaintiff in error has lost 
some substantial right the allowance of 
which would probably have affected the 
verdict rendered. 

4. A declaration made by one who is 
charged with murder, admitting the homi- 
cide, but in effect disavowing any criminal 
responsibility therefor, is not a confession 
of guilt, but may in some instances be 
treated as an admission of a fact which, in 
connection with other facts, may tend to 
incriminate. Such an admission, while ad- 
missible in evidence, does mot authorize a 
charge on the law of confessions. 

(a) A witness testified that he saw the ac- 
cused in the courthouse after the hamicide, 
and heard him say “his conscience did not 
bother him amy more about Reid (the de- 
ceased) than if he had killed a damn dog; 
that he was sorry for his wife and Reid's 
wife’s account.’’ This was not a confession 
that the accused was guilty of the crime of 
murder. It may have amounted to an ad- 
mission that the accused had killed Reid, 
and could properly be comsidered in connec- 
tion with any evidence tending to show a 
felonious intent, but a charge on. the legal 
effect of confession of guilt, based on such 
an admission, was error. 

5. It being the exclusive province of the 
jury to determine the credibility of all wit- 
nesses, when an effort is made by any of 
the methods pointed out by law to impeach 
a witness, the jury then become the triors of 
the credibility, respectively, of the witness 
sought to be impeached, and of the witness 
or witnesses by whose testimony the im- 
peachment jis attempted, and accordingly 
they have the right, under all the attendant 
circumstances and conditions, to agetermine 
whether credit shall be given to the wit- 
ness or witnesses by whose testimony such 
attack is made, and thereupon decide 
whether the witness has or has not been 
impeached. 

(a) Under the previous rulings of this 
court, if a witmess has been impeached it 
is the 2 of the jury to discard his tes- 
timony unless corroborated in material par- 
ticulars. 

(b) The seeming conflict existing between 
those cases ruling, in substance, that 
though a witness may be impeached and 
may not be afterwards corroborated, yet it 
must still be a question for the jury wheth- 
er he is to be believed or not, notwithstand- 
ing ‘‘the impeachment,’’ and those cases 
holding that it is the duty of the jury to 
disregard the testimony of am impeached 
and uncorroborated witness grows out of a

Payne when he went to that city and did 
all he could to help the doctor in his enter- 
prise.

Next Monday morning Dr. Payne will 
go to Nashville to arrange about the space
